Dear Ms Schauble: 

I am a retired senior officer of the Central Intelligence 
Agency hired back by CIA on contract to prepare the official 
classified history of William E. Colby’s tenure as Director of 
Central Intelligence (July 1973 - January 1976). The attached 
letter certifies to my credentials. 

This study will focus on how Mr. Colby handled the job, 
rather than on the substantive events of the period. I am thus 
researching his relationships with other senior officials in the 
Ford Administration, particularly those in the White House. A 
central element in these relationships is the investigations of 
the Intelligence Community, and CIA in particular, in 1975 and 
76. 


I would like to ask your help in locating certain materials, 
if they exist in President Ford's Library, and your advice on how 
to gain access to them. If your intelligence files are not yet 
fully organized, with my background I am game to try to find what 
I need.

Documents relating to the Senate Select 
Committee on Intelligence (Church Com- 
mittee or SSCI), 1975 - January 1976. 

Documents relating to the House Select 
Committee on Intelligence (Pike Committee 
or HSCI), 1975 - January 1976, but 
especially September 1975. 

Correspondence between President Ford, 

Mr. Marsh, Mr. Buchen, Dr. Kissinger or 
General Scowcroft and William E. Colby, 
Director of Central Intelligence, August 
1974 - January 1976. 

Documents otherwise relating to William E. 
Colby.
